1, Attached for your information is a copy of a memorandum 
on Emergency Planning which the United States Intelligence Board 
considered on 26 May. As you will note, this memorandum, among 
other things, recommends that each Committee or other established 
interagency body under the Intelligence Board be directed to report 
plans for its operation~and for intelligence -community functioning 
in its assigned field of responsibility, in time of emergency, to the 
Board by 1 October 1959, 


2. The Board endorsed the general course of action (including 
the above recommendation) proposed in paragraph 2 of this memorandum 
and took certain other action which is reflected in the following minute: 
(as amended) of the 26 May Board meeting: 


"The Board endorsed the general course of action outlined 
in paragraph 2 of the Chairman's memorandum of 19 May. 
However, it was understood that the Board Committees, 
in. undertaking their planning... would:receive further. 
guidance as soon as feasible from the Intelligence Board. 
This guidance would include comments on the 1956 guide- 
lines (IAC-D-96/2, 3 April 1956) to be developed by 
General Breitweiser, in concert with General Erskine's 
office, in the light of the reorganization arid related: 
emergency planning within the Department of Défense, 

It was also agreed that, in formulating their plans, 
Committees should take into account, as appropriate, 

the effect of their relationship with, or analogous emer- 
gency planning, by, _the Interdepartmental Intelligence 
Conference (IIC) and the Interdepartmental Committee 

on Internal Security (ICIS), " 
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4, All committees and other interagency working groups 
operating under the aegis of the Intelligence Board are therefore 
requested to take appropriate steps to comply with the action of 
the Board, as outlined above. ae

MEMORANDUM FOR: The United States Intelligence Board 
SUBJECT: Emergency Planning 


REFERENCE: IAC-D-96/2, 3 April 1956 (attached) 


1. In accordance with an approved recommendation by the 
President's Board of Consultants on Foreign Intelligence Activities 
(Recommendation No. 2 of 20 December 1956), I was directed to 
make a “realistic appraisal" of the Community's organization and 
responsibilities in time of war, and to make appropriate recommendations 
for further action. I reported at that time thet a clarification and 
realignment of the Community's normal responsibilities and relationships 
was an essential preliminary to undertaking realistic planning for 
operation in a war emergency. Such a realignment has now been 
essentially completed by the approval of revised NSCID's and DCID's 
and it therefore appears incumbent upon me to proceed further with 
action under the original recommendation. 

2. In April 1956 the IAC directed each subcommittee of the 
IAC to prepare a wartime plan of operation covering its own field 
of standing responsibility. To dete little has been done to 
implement this directive and I therefore propose that the Intelligence 


Board now endorse the following course of action:

a. Direct each Committee or other established interagency 
body under the Intelligence Board to report plans for its 
operation and for intelligence-comnumity functioning in its 
assigned field of responsibility, in time of emergency, 
to the Board by 1 October 1959. In the event that a Committee's 
planning develops factors on which Intelligence Board policy 
guidance appears required before promeeding. to develop specific 
working arrangements, the Committee Chairman shell inmediately 
report such factors to the Intelligence Board, 

b. Agree that, during this same interim period the various 
departments and agencies represented on the Board exchange 
information at all appropriate working levels as to other 
specific measures that have been or can be taken individually 
or jointly to facilitate the continued operation of the 
Intelligence Community in an emergency. 

c. On the basis of the information developed under 
paragraphs a and b above, I will prepare further recommendations 
as to additional specific measures that should be taken by the 
Intelligence Community. 

3. iI propese to diseuss this problem with the Board and request 
its endorsement of this general procedure at an early meeting of the 


Board.
